A Spite Bill,

In the expiring hour of the session
the legisinture has passed s daylight
saloon bill  particularly ainved at
Omaha as reprisal for the obnoxious
performances of the Inw-makera sent
down to Lineoln with commissions Lo
represent this city and county.

The daylight saléon was not an issue
of the campalgn and the only motive
behind the aetion of the leglsiature in
this case ia that of spite and revenge.
Ostensibly the bill Is in answer to a
demand of the temperance slement,
volced by the Anti-Baloon league, but
even here It concédea more than the
anti-saloon people have heen asking.
In the recent primary just held In
Omaha the oMeers of the Anti-Saloon
league propounded guestions to eandi-
dates for the city souncll .that re-
lating to the closifig of salpons being:
Will you, If elegted, vole for an ordinance
cloging saloons at 11 a'clock?

In Omaha, therefare, the ultimate
goal which the Antl-Saloon league had
hoped to reach for the présant was
11 o'cloek cloming and not 8 o'clock
closing, although, of course, It would
doubtleas prefer the latter as a littie
cloger to total prohibition.

The only way a bill legaily passed
by the two houses of the legislature
oan be headed off after adjournment
le by gubernatorial veto. Assuming
that the daylight saloon bill has prop-
erly gone through the legisiative
stages, of which there s much gues-
tion, it devolves on the governor to
gay whether or not it shall be law
with or without his signature, or
whether he shall interpose his oficial
disapproval, which would be final.

The Insurgents’ Demands,
The house republican Insurgenis
have formulated a serles of demands,
and presented them to the ways and
means committes in the shape of
amendments to the tariff bill, which
they want submitted when the Payne
bill comes up for action. To these de-
mands the signatures of some thirty
members have already been attached,
with the prospects that they will be re-
enforeed altogether by firty or sixty
members. )
The demands of the insurgents
cover several points, including the coal
and iron schedules and the restoration
of a duty on hides, proposed to ba put
on the free Hdt. If these items are
submitted to separate votes, it Is quite
possible that the house may make a
few changes in the bill, as agreed on
by the ways and means committes,
but the ehances all are that the tariff
bill will pass the house substantially
unchanged and underge’ whatever
modification Is in store after it reaches
the senate. ¥
To venture a prediction as to how
the tarifi bill will look after the sena-
tors get through with it would be a
rash undertaking. It 18 certain that the
final form will have to be brought
about by a compromise and reconcili-
ation of conflicting Interests through
the conference committee.
The demands of the house insurg-
ents may do some good in focusing the
fight at certaln points, but to makae
sure that anything they may galn now
ia not lost later, they should insist as
well upon representation on the con-
ference committee when it shall be ap-
pointed.

Worth Draws Its Tribute,

Admiral Cervera
had taken the fighting man's chance
and did the best he could, but. even
in defeat, commanded respect. No
childish whimperings, no exhibition of
impotent rage, no idle vaporings, such

& courtly gentleman and a sailor, who
dld his fighting only when there was
fighting to do.

During bis detention in this country
as a nominal prisoner of war, he grew
upon the couniry and when the time
came for him to return home he left
behind him many truc friends and ad-
mirers. Since then he has so conducted
himself as to helghten the regard In

Revenues and Retrenchment.

Repent intimations that the senate
leaders propose to solve the govern-
ment's perplexing fiscal problem by
cutting down expenditures instead of
levying new taxes Indicate a welcome
reversion to ‘an old time honored
polley. Always providing the senate
earries ita proposed reform into execu-
tion, The first step toward that end
has been taken by the creation of a
new senate committee on public ex-
penditures, whose duty will be to
serutinize ecarefully the estimates of
the heads of the executive powers for
guidance of the senate In making ap-
propriations.

If the new policy is carried out it
will necessitate a decided reform Iin
the senate customs. Under the eonstl-
tution and practice all bilis for raising
revenue and paylng out the proceeds
originate in the house, but it has long
been the custom for the senate Lo fix
finally the amount of the appropria-
tions. The record of the upper body
for years is not an argument for con-
servatism In the matter of spending
money. According to the record, the
house has been, in fact, the watch dog
of the treasury and all appropriation
bills have been enlarged and increasad
in the senate, after they have been
passed by the house. In the last three
sessions of congresa alone the senate
has added a total of $147,701,000 to
the general appropriation bills ap-
proved by the house. It has been the
custom of the senate to add liberally
to pension biHs, river and harbor meas-
ures, appropristions for public build-
ings, and, in short, to all money carry-
ing measures presented by the housa.
This plan has become so common that
it has lad to complaint among the
house members, who have argued that
no matter Fow hard they have worked
to reduce expenditures and make a
record for economy thelr plans have
been upset by the senate.

If economy is to be the order of the
day and the reformatory spirit {s really
abroad in the senate the problem of
federal revenues may be solved by sav-
ing the millions added by the senate
to the appropriation bills as passed by
the house. We are yearly spending a
vast amount of money, not more than
we can afford and not so much, per-
haps, as might be intelligently used,
but it is being spent without any defi-
nite policy for the enterprises that are
the big absorbers of money. A nation
with &n income of about $2,000,000 a
day should not have much difficuity (o
living within its means if a general
plan were adopted by which all the
money really needed may be appro-
priated and » bar put against the ex-
penditure of a penny for wasle,

To get a retirement pension an
Omaha school teacher will have to
show up a record of continuous service
that would put her past the Oslerizing
age. But she {8 not required to tell
how old she 1s. This is the saving
clause of the pension scheme.

EXRBOUTIVE BECONOMY,

Meve o Bring Expenditures and Rev.
ennes Cleser Together,
Pittsburg Dispatch.

The announcement that President Taft
has lald down for his administration the
rule of ce-oparatian betwean the depart-
menty to reduce expenditures and estl-
mates, and to “bring aboul & resnponsible
relationship between (he expenditures and
the revenues,” will be welcome to the
plain people. It is the overlacking of that
common-sense economy that has besn the
Ereatest weakness of our government of

late years.

The much-nesded change 1o an older
fashion Is also remarkabis In ita shift from
the original theory of representative gov-
ernment. That theory, developed ss royalty
bagan to call on the people fo pay taxation
for the government's support. was that as
the people yleld the support thelr repra-
sontatives mhould have the exclusive right
to suthorine, and therefore to place a limit
on tamation and expenditure. The purpose
was to maintain through the representalive
bransh & check on royal lavishness or the
waste of publle funds on royal favoritas
The principle of the people holding the
purse strings Is the foundation of all eon-
stilutional power. It was the erucial fssue
between Parllament and Charles 1. and
was the leverage hy whish republicsanlem
overthrew the Bourbon monarchy. It was
copled In our econstitutional enactments
that taxing and expenditure measures must
originate in . the lower houss, and that no
publie money ce&n be expended except by
authority of an appropriation.

But in this century, with a4 growth of
popular government hardly dreamad of in
thoss days, we find the furction shifted,
The popular chamber hardly listens (o
even (heoretic professions of esconomy.
This devolves on the sdministration the
nepasslty of caring for that pringiple. The
present proposition s for observing It in
the estimates of the coming flscal year.
But that It can be oarrisd to a more of-
fective degree lv manifest In the fact that
there s no constitutional requirement for
any administration to spend all the money
sppropriated for its use.

try of origin, wil pay 1% ocents a pound,
when coming from Brazll which taxes cof-
fes- at exporl. As mogt cgffes comes from
Bragll and must come from Braall, this
is & tax of about a fifth of the valus on
Importation.

Discussion shows & genersl opposition to
hoth these taxes on tea and coffee. The
tax on tea protects noihing. The tax on
coffes, If larger, might lead to the growth
of coffes In our insular possessions, but It
is not large snough for that, It would only
ralse the price of coffes and bring no ben-
ofits from proteciion.

After thirty-four yeéarm of frea tea and
coffes It In Unwise to levy & revenue duty
on food, The amount thess dutles will
